The situatio n in 
wheat is this: There are lines o f po ssi­ 
bly 20,000,000 bushels, held o n May 
co ntracts by po werful Eastern o per 
ato rs. 
There are sto cks o f co ntract 
wheat in Chicago o f o nly 14,000,000 
bashels. 
There is less than 7 ,000,000 
bushels co ntract wheat o n all big cen­ 
ters o f this co untry fro m New* Yo rk to 
Kansas City, including the big No rth­ 
west markets. 
This is less than half 
the co ntract wheat held at same po ints 
a year ago . 
Fo r weeks it has been so 
evident that a very unnsnal situatio n 
is develo ping that there has been no 
snch thing as bear leadership in the 
Chicago trade. 
It is fair to assume 
that against the lines o f 20,000,000 
lo ng wheat held by the Wall Street 
bulls, and po ssibly 10,000,000 bashels 
held by o ther fo llo wers in this market, 
there mnsfc be sho rt sales o f, at least, 
25,000,000 bushels. 
Careful inquiry 
amo ng the representative ho uses reveals 
the fact that the co untry is sho rt o f 
wheat. 'The o utsiders have persistent­ 
ly refused to take sto ck in the claim 
o f scarcity o f wheat fo r the co ming 
mo nths and w hile the majo rity o f them 
have been advised to get o n thejbuyiug 
side, they haze been o pinio nated and 
have so ld the wheat sho rt o n the 
swells. 
Beginning last week, we to ld yo n in 
this letter that the situa tio n was ripe 
fo r an advance o n natural co nditio ns. 
Witho ut the big Easterners so mnch 
as lifting a finger to strengthen the 
market, the price gradually advanced 
and clo sed at the highest po int in two 
mo nths. 
This makes 'every sho rt sel­ 
ler, w he the* lo cal trader o r o utsider, 
have a lo ss in his trades.

experience, shrewd 
trading a bility and natural bullish 
co nditio ns o n o ne side and a widely 
scattered sho rt interest thro ugho ut the 
trade and o ver the co untry o n the 
o ther side, it sho nlld uo t take lo ngs to 
decide which is the safe side o f the 
market. 
There has been no parallel in trade 
co nditio ns to the present in a life 
time. To o many are lo o king at fo reign 
markets and lo o king at the high prices 
in ho me 
markets. 
There fo rmerly 
was snch a thing as $1.00 and $1.25

He so informed the 
senators and representative* who were 
in conference with him at the W hite 
Hou se last Satu rday , and he has made 
plain hia position to others since that 
conference. 
He will call the Fifty - 
ninth congress Into extraordinary ses­ 
sion as soon as the com m ittees have 
indicated that they are prepared to 
su bm it a tariff m easu re for passage 
One of those present at the confer 
ence on S atu rday said, in view of the 
many conflicting stories pu blished re­ 
garding the m eeting, that the presi 
dent inform ed them that while he did 
not believe In any sw eeping revision 
of the tariff, and wou ld abide absolu te­ 
ly by the ju dgm ent of the two hou ses 
of congress in a m atter that related 
so particu larly to them , y et he did 
think the tim e had come when the 
schedu les shou ld be thorou ghly exam 
ined and there shou ld be a readju st­ 
m ent as to certain of them. 
The pres­ 
ident added that his own view was 
that the special session shou ld take 
place at the earliest date by which 
the com m ittees of 
the two hou ses 
cou ld come to an agreem ent as to a 
bill. 
If they took this view, he said, 
he wou ld hold him self ready to call 
the extraordinary session at w hatever 
tim e the m em bers of the two com m it­ 
tees. and especially the hou se com m it­ 
tee on way * and m eans, shou ld Inform 
him they wou ld be ready with their 
report. 
If congress shou ld act on the 
tariff qu estion in accordance with the 
president’s desire it wa* made perfect­ 
ly plain that the extraordinary session 
wou ld be called to assem ble the com 
ing spring. 
It has been pointed ou t. 
however, by the tariff experts of the 
hou se and ot the senate, that It will 
requ ire many weeks to prepare a

St. Valentine claims the second is tire 
day, and ou t of deference and rever­ 
ence "for tire gloriou s old Saint, the 
champions of the grou nd hog have 
yielded and accepted 'tire second day 
of the month as good enou gh for them. I 
Of cou rse everybody knows that the 
grou nd-hog it a hybernator. 
He goes 
into his Irole at£ the approach of winter 
and never comes ou t u ntil the second 
of Febru ary, 
and (then 
only long 
enou gh to look at tire thermometer 
and learn the state of the weather. 
The grou nd hog like a great many 
othres of the porcine family is exces­ 
sively su perstitiou s. 
All his move­ 
ments are regu lated by signs and when 
he takes a su rvey of the meteorological 
conditions on the second, if he sees 
his shadow as the resu lt of the ob­ 
stru ction of the ravs of the u sn by his 
own body, he immediately retreat» to 
his hole, where he renews Yiis slu m­ 
bers and remains for six weeks. 
For 
it is a tradition that has been banded 
down in the grou nd hog family since 
the first pair borrowed in the Garden 
of Eden after the fall of Adam, that 
it a grou nd hog sees his shadow on the 
second of Febru ary, winter is bou nd 
to continu e for another six weeks, in 
spite of thu nder and high wind. 
In recent years every 
intelligent 
legislatu re in this cou ntry has recog­ 
nized the importance of grou nd-hog 
day, and it is regu larly observed with 
becoming solemnityfby the lower hou se 
of Congress. 
It isn’t as big a day as 
the Fou rth of Ju ly as yet, bu t its 
popu larity is on the increase and be­ 
fore the lapse of another centu ry, its 
votaries hope to have the nation’s 
natal day skinned to a finish.
